HERALDRY 


Heraldry  is  defined  as  the  art  or  science  of  blazoning  or  describing  in  appropriate 
technical  terms  coats  of  arms  and  other  heraldic  and  armorial  insignia.  The  system 
is  of  very  ancient  origin.  We  can  trace  it  back  to  the  Jewish  tribes;  and  subsequently 
we  find  it  in  a  more  elaborate  form  in  the  leading  families  of  Greece  and  Home,  who 
bore  distinguishing  symbols,  illustrative  of,  or  pertaining  to,  deeds  of  valor  or  merit 
performed  by  their  ancestors. 

In  its  modern  sense,  however,  the  heraldic  art  dates  from  the  time  of  the  Crusades, 
and  was  reduced  to  its  present  perfect  system  by  the  French;  and  it  was  not  until  that 
period  that  the  crest  or  cognizance  was  generally  adopted.  The  crest  is  a  device  worn 
on  top  of  the  shield,  usually  placed  on  a  wreath,  and  was  borne  by  knights  and  other 
personages  of  rank,  when  clad  in  armor,  to  distinguish  them  in  battle,  and  as  a  mark 
for  their  followers  arJ  supporters.  At  first  these  badges  were  worn  on  the  helmet, 
to  render  them  more  plainly  Visible,  or  on  the  arm,  but  in  later  times  were  transferred 
to  the  shield  or  armor.  Many  families  have  preserved  their  mottoes,  or  watch-words, 
which  usually  represent  some  characteristic  of  the  family,  or  sometimes  the  war  cry 
of  the  clan.  Others  never  adopted  a  motto,  just  as  many  never  adopted  a  crest 

An  erroneous  idea  is  entertained  by  some  that  heraldic  symbols  denote  an  aristo¬ 
cratic  or  exclusive  class  and  is  undemocratic  in  its  origin  and  permanency.  On  the 
contrary,  these  badges  of  distinction  were  the  reward  of  personal  merit,  and  could  be 
secured  by  the  humblest  as  well  as  the  highest.  They  are  today  the  testimonials  and 
warrants  of  bravery,  heroism,  and  meritorious  deeds  of  our  ancestors;  and  they  appeal 
to  the  pride  of  the  intelligent  and  enlightened  descendants  of  these  distinguished  fam¬ 
ilies  today,  as  the  valiant  deeds  and  self-sacrificing  acts  of  contemporary  persons 
would  to  their  posterity.

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The  Cornell  Family 


#  I-l  -  The  first  of  the  Cornell  family  in  America  wa9  a 
Thomas  Cornewell,  Cornwall  or  Cornell,  who  was  born  in 
Essex  County,  England,  about  1595.  In  1620  Thomas  married 
Rebecca  Briggs  who  bore  him  nine  children;  Rebecca  was 
the  daughter  of  Henrie  Brigges  of  Clerkenwell,  Middlesex 
County,  and  was  born  in  1600.  The  date  Thomas  and  his 
family  came  to  the  New  World  is  unknown,  but  on  September  6 
I638  he  was  licensed  to  keep  an  inn  in  Boston,  Massachusetts. 
The  next  year  he  got  into  a  little  trouble  with  the  Law  and 
on  June  4  1639  he  was  fined  thirty  pounds  for  several 
offenses,  one  of  which  was  for  "selling  beer  at  2d  a  quart". 
There  must  have  been  some  extenuating  circumstances  because 
two  days  later  he  wa9  abated  ten  pounds  of  his  fine,  and 
allowed  a  month  to  sell  off  his  beer  and  then  "to  cease 
from  keeping  entertainment". 

In  1637  Mrs.  Anne  Hutchinson  had  some  differences  of 
opinion  on  doctrine  with  the  Puritan  Clergy  of  Massachusetts. 
The  Pilgrim  Fathers  believed  no  more  in  Freedom  of  Worship 
than  did  the  Romas  Catholics  of  Mary  I  or  the  Anglican 
Bishops  of  James  II,-  and  Mrs.  Hutchinson  was  tried  for 
heresy,  found  guilty,  and  banished  from  the  Colony.  She 
and  her  followers  moved  to  Rhode  Island.  Cornell,  whether 
from  his  religious  convictions  or  because  he  was  disgruntled 
by  reason  of  his  recent  brush  with  the  Massachusetts 
authorities,  followed  her  to  Rhode  Island,  and  when  she 
migrated  to  New  Netherlands  in  1642,  hi 9  was  one  of  the 
thirty-six  families  which  went  with  her.  .  The  next  year 
the  Dutch  settlements  were  attacked  by  the  Mohegan  Indians 
and  Mrs.  Hutchinson  wps  killed  with  all  her  family,  save 
one  granddaughter.  According  to  Dutch  accounts,  some  of 
the  Cornells  also  were  killed.,  but  most  of  the  family 
escaped  and  returned  to  Portsmouth,,  Rhode  Island,  where 
Thomas  established  a  homestead  and  farm  which  is  still  in 
the  possession  of  the  Cornell  family.  The  original  home 
burned  down  in  1889. 

Thomas  himself,  returned  to  New  Netherlands  in  1646  and 
took  up  land  between  Westchester  Creek  and  the  Bronx  River. 
About  1654  he  was  again  attacked  by  Indians;  his  house 
burned  and  hie  cattle  destroyed.  He  returned  to  Portsmouth 
where  he  died  in  1655.

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II-2  -  Thomas  Cornell,  eon  of  Thomas  Cornell  (1-1)  and 
Rebecca  Briggs,  settled  in  Portsmouth,  Rhode  Island.  He 
was  married  twice.  The  name  of  his  first  wife  is  not 
known;  his  second  wife  was  Sarah  Earle. 

After  the  death  of  her  husband,  Rebecca  Briggs 
lived  with  her  son  Thomas.  When  she  was  about  seventy 
years  of  age,  the  old  lady  became  rather  despondent  and 
confided  to  her  daughter-in-law  Mary  Russell,  that  because 
she  was  weak  and  no  help  and  was  disregarded,  she  had 
thought  of  killing  herself,  but  it  came  to  her  mind  - 
"Resist  the  Devil  and  he  will  flee  from  you'." 

On  the  night  of  February  8  1673  Rebecca  was  in  the 
kitchen  and  the  rest  of  the  family  with  a  neighbor,  Henry 
Straight,  in  the  next  room.  The  wife  of  Thomas  sent  her 
son>  Edward,  to  ask  his  grandmother  what  she  wanted  for 
supper.  The  boy  saw  something  burning  on  the  floor  and 
came  running  back.  His  father  and  the  rest  ran  into  the 
kitchen  -with  candles  and  found  Rebecca  dead  on  the  floor, 
burned  to  death. 

Just  why  Thomas  should  be  accused  of  the  murder  of 
his  mother  is  not  quite  clear,  -  but  accused  he  was.  No 
evidence  was  brought  out  at  his  trial  to  prove  his  guilt 
or  even  to  show  a  motive  for  the  crime.  Any  idea  that  it 
might  have  been  an  accident  or  suicide  was  squelched  by 
the  testimony  of  Uncle  John  Briggs.  He  testified  that 
Rebecca  had  appeared  to  him  in  a  dream  and  Informed  him 
she  had  been  murdered.  So  the  Jury  brought  in  the  verdict: 
"Thomas  Cornell  did  murder  his  mother  Rebecca  or  was  aiding 
or  abetting  thereto. " 

Thomas  was  hanged  May  23  1673,  along  with  an  Indian, 
Punnean.  The  hangman,  one  Robert  Butterworth,  received 
"the  sum  of  fower  pounds"  for  the  execution.  Thomas' 
last  wish  was  that  he  be  buried  alongside  his  mother  but 
this  the  authorities  forbade.  However  the  Rhode  Island 
Assembly  took  notice  of  a  petition  by  Thomas'  "friends  and 
pertickularly  William  Earll"  and  allowed  him  to  be  burled 
nearby.  According  to  the  law,  his  property  was  confiscated 
but  the  authorities  relented  on  this  also,  snd  it  was  given 
to  his  widow  and  children.

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II-6  -  Richard  Cornell,  son  of  Thomas  Cornell  (I-l)  and 
Rebecca  Briggs,  was  born  in  1625  in  Essex  County,  England. 
Shortly  after  the  death  of  his  father,  he  settled  with  his 
wife,  Elizabeth,  on  Long  Island  where  he  bought  consider¬ 
able  property.  By  1660  he  owned  one- third  of  Great  Neck. 

In  September  1664  the  Dutch  Governor  Peter 
Stuyvesant  surrendered  New  Amsterdam  to  the  British  Sir 
Richard  Nicole.  By  the  Treaty  of  July  1667  the  Dutch 
traded  New  Netherlands  to  the  British  for  the  colony  of 
Surinam  in  Guiana,-  and  no  doubt  thought  they  had  made  a 
shrewd  deal. 

In  1665  Governor  Nicole  called  a  convention  at 
Hempstead  to  frame  the  first  laws  in  the  colony  and 
Richard  Cornell  was  the  delegate  from  Flushing.  In  1666 
Richard  was  appointed  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  the  next 
year  was  appointed  by  Nlcols  to  enroll  the  militia.  He 
was  appointed  in  1670  to  lay  out  roads  and  adjust  the 
boundaries  of  Newtown,  and  in  1673  he  was  chosen  by  the 
Crown  as  arbitrator  in  several  disputes  involving  towns 
and  individual  citizens. 

By  1687  Richard  owned  large  tracts  of  land  at 
Great  Neck,  Hempstead,  Flushing,  Cow  Neck  and  Rockaway. 

In  that  year  he  established  his  home  at  Rockaway.  Here 
he  lived  until  his  death  in  1694. 

Will  of  Richard  Cornell:  proved  October  30,  I694. 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen:  the  seventh  day  of  November  Anno 
ye  Domlny  1693  and  in  the  fifth  year  of  the  reign  of  our 
Soveraigne  Lord  King  William  over  England,  Richard  Cornell 
of  Rockaway  in  Queens  County  in  ye  Island  of  Nassau  in 
America  being  sick  and  weeke  but  of  goode  and  perfect 
mlnde  and  memory  praise  be  given  to  God  Almighty,  yet 
calling  to  mlnde  the  uncertainty  of  this  Life  and  how 
certain  wee  are  to  dye  and  yet  the  time  of  our  death  most 
uncertain,  do  make  publish  and  declare  this  my  Last  Will 
and  Testamen  in  manner  following  that  is  to  say. 

First  and  Principally  I  commend  my  soul  into  the  hands  of 
Almighty  God,  my  Creator  4  my  body  I  commit  to  the  Earth 
to  be  decently  burled  at  the  Discretion  of  my  Executors 
herewith  named  and  as  for  touching  and  concerning  all  4 
every  such  worldly  Estate  which  God  of  his  infinite  good¬ 
ness  has  blest  me  with  all  in  this  Life.  I  give  bequeath 
and  devise  in  manner  following.  Imprimis  by  this  my  Last 
Will  and  Testament  and  doe  bind  and  make  over  all  my  Lands 
and  Meadows  situated  and  lying  at  Rockaway  upon  the  South 
side  of  ye  island  of  Nassau  in  the  Province  of  New  Yorke. 
In  America  for  the  paying  4  satisfying  a  certain  Debt 
oweing  by  me  to  the  children  of  John  Washburne  Deed.,  and 
in  case  my  Executors  do  not  duly  pay  and  satisfy  the  said 
debt  to  ye  said  children  as  it  shall  become  due  according 
to  the  tennor  4  the  true  Intent  of  the  Will  end  Testament 
of  ye  said  John  Washburne  deed.  It  is  my  mlnde  and  will 
that  the  overseers  of  this  my  Will  and  Testament  may  and 
shall  sell  and  alienate  the  aforesaid  lands  for  ye 
payment  of  ye  said  debt  4  return  the  overplus  to  my  four 
sons,  William,  Jacob,  Thomas  and  John  Cornell. 

Item.  I  doe  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  William  Cornell 
and  his  heirs  forever  a  certain  part  of  my  lands  and 
meadows  situated  att  Rockaway  as  aforesaid  as  hereafter 
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is  mentioned  (to  witt)  bounded  on  the  north  side  with  the 
old  fence  upon  the  South  sice  of  the  last  years  wheat 
fields  so  running  Easterly  to  Hempstead  Tine  Southerly  by 
the  new  sea  including  all  lands  broken  lands,  Marshes, 
beaches,  escepting  such  preservacons  as  shall  be  hereafter 
menconed( that  is  to  say)  my  now  dwelling  house  with 
orchard  and  the  pasture  thereunto  adjoining  with  the  barns 
and  lands  in  tillage  about  it  with  the  gardens  4  springs 
and  all  other  outhouses  the  which  reservacons  I  do  give 
and  bequeath  to  my  dear  and  loving  Elizabeth  Cornell 
during  ye  time  of  her  widowhood  and  my  will  is  that  after 
my  said  wife's  death  or  marriage  ye  said  reservacons  shall 
descend  to  my  son  William  Cornell  4  to  his  heirs  forever. 
Also  my  will  is  that  Improvements  that  he  shall  make  upon 
that  share  or- portion  of  land  <5-  meadow  bought  by  me  of 
John  Smith  of  Hempstead  commonly/t  tt le  Smith  after  his 
entry  upon  the  possession  of  ye  above  menconea  reservacons 
shall  immediately  depend  upon  my  son  Thomas  Cornell  and 
his  heirs  forever  with  all  the  lands  4  meadow  which  I 
bought  of  the  aforesaid  John  Smith. 

Item.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Thomas  Cornell  4 
his  heirs  forever  another  part  of  my  Land  4  meadows  being 
bounded  Southerly  with  my  son  William  Cornell  line 
Northerly  by  ye  middle  of  ye  fresh  cove  that  Robert 
Eeadels  Meadow  was  laid  out  in  and  so  running  easterly  to 
the  three  rails  fence  and  further  if  it  should  happen  and 
my  will  is  that  the  said  gift  shall  Include  all  meadows 
broken  meadows  and  marshes  lying  within  them  Lynes  to  the 
middle  of  the  fresh  cove  aforesaid. 

Item.  I  doe  give  to  my  sons  Jacob'and  John  Cornell  all 
my  Lands  4  meadows  4  to  their  heirs  forever  lying  to  the 
northward  of  Thomas  Cornells  lyne  situate  att  Rockaway 
aforesaid  bounded  northerly  with  the  Great  River  or  Cove 
Easterly  by  the  ralle  fence  to  equally  divided  betwixt 
the  said  Jacob  and  John  Cornell  according  to  quantity, 
quality  except  such  reservacons  as  shall  be  hereafter 
menconed  (to  wit)  to  my  sons  Richard  and  his  heirs 
forever  I  give  and  bequeath  ten  acres  of  meadow  Joining 
to  Wells  his  line  to  run  North  4  South  upon  an  equal  lyne. 
Item.  I  doe  give  to  my'  daughter  Mary  Cornell  One  hundred 
pounds  curr.  money  of  this  province  of  New  Yorke  or 
equivalent  to  money  to  be  payd  att  three  payments  (to  wit) 
one- third  part  at  the  day  of  her  marriage  or  when  she 
shall  attain  the  age  of  eighteen  years  4  the  other 
two- thirds  to  be  paid  yearly  succeslvely.  I  doe  also 
give  and  bequeath  to  my  said  daughter  Mary  the  one  half 
of  my  moveables  within  doors,  money  excepted. 

Item.  My  mind  and  will  is  that  whilst  my  wife  remains 
a  widow  that  shee  shall  have  the  whole  4  sole  use  of  all 
my  lands  4  meadows  att  Rockaway  excepting  such  lands  and 
meadows  as  I  have  already  given  4  bequeathed  to  my  son 
William  which  said  land  is  to  be  employed,  Improved,  for 
ye  payment  of  the  debt  due  to  the  children  of  the  afore¬ 
said  John  Washburn  the  maintaining  4  bringing  up  of  the 
children  during  their  nonage. 

Item.  lydoe!  glve^ana''bebueatht to  my  loving  wife  while 
she  continues  unmarried  the  whole  and  sole  command  and 
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use  of  all  my  negroes  and  stock  with  all  utensils  of 
husbandry  now.' In  my  possession  to  be  UBed  and  lmployed  for 
■payment  of  all  my  debts  4  the  maintenance  of  her  children 
during  their  minority  excepting  six  cows  and  calves  4  one 
plow  share  with  colter  4  cheins  which  I  give  to  my  son 
William  also  excepting  twelve  two  heifers  which  I  give  to 
my  twelve  grandchildren  to  be  delivered  when  they  become 
of  age  that  Is  to  ye  children  of  my  sons  Richard,  my  son 
Washborn  4  my  son  John  Lawrence. 

Item.  I  do  give  to  my  daughter  Sarah  Arnold  two  cows. 
Further  my  will  and  mind  is  that  if  any  of  my  said  sons 
William,  Thomas,  Jacob  4  John  or  my  daughter  Mary  shall 
happen  to  dye  without  heirs  male  to  their  own  bodys  that 
then  the  lands  shall  return  to  the  survivors  to  be 
equally  divided  amongst  them. 

Item.  my  mind  and  will  is  that  if  my  wife  should  see 
cause  to  marry  again  that  then  she  shall  have  one  hundred 
pounds  paid  by  the  Executors  out  of  my  Estate  with  one 
half  of  the  moveables  within  doors  (money  excepted)  and 
one  negro  glrle  called  by  the  name  of  Jane  that  she  shall 
not  continue  Executrix  any  longer  but  surrender  up  the 
whole  of  the  Estate  personall  to  my  other  Executors  which 
I  will  be  equally  divided  amongst  my  four  sons,  Willm., 
Jacob,  Thomas  4  John.

Between  1620  ana  1675  colonists  by  the  thousands 
poured  Into  the  New  World.  Philip,  sachem  of  the  Wampanoags, 
watched  the  rise  In  the  white  population  with  more  and  more 
uneasiness.  He  looked  Into  the  future  and  saw  the  time 
would  come  when  the  Indian  would  be  pushed  obmplfeiely  ..of  f 
his' lands  by  the  white  man.  He  pondered  over  the  problem 
and  came  up  with  a  simple  eolutlon  -  Exterminate  the  white 
men  already  here  and  others  would  be  discouraged  from  coming. 
With  this  object  In  view,  he  tried  to  draw  other  tribes  into 
a  confederacy  to  strike  against  the  palefaces. 

Unfortunately,  his  secretary  Sassamon,  a  Harvard 
man,  be.trayed  his  plan  to  the  colonists  and  Philip  was 
forced  to  commence  hostilities  before  he  was  ready. 

Swansea  was  attacked  on  June  24  1675  and  soon  the  towns'  of 


Taunton,  Nanta9ket,  and  Dartmouth  had  been  attacked  and 
burned.  tyany  of  the  inhabitants  of  these  places  fled  by 
ship  to  New  York  and  among  these  refugees  were  John  Corpell, 
his  wife  and  family. 

John  decided  to  stay  in  New  York,  his  older 
brother  Richard,  being  already  settled  there.  John  received 
a  grant  of  land  from  Governor  Andros,  at  Cow  Neck,  Long 
Island,  and  there  he  built  his  home.  His  indignant  neighbors 
at  a  nearby  settlement  thought  Long  Island  was  getting  over¬ 
crowded  and  resented  the  intrusion  of  foreigners  from  Mass¬ 
achusetts.  They,  therefore,  formed  a  grievance  committee 
which  called  upon  John  and  tore  his  house  down.  For  this 
they  were  haled  into  court,  fined,  and  ordered  to  make 
restitution .

He  married 
hlB  second  cousin,  Mary  Quimby  (V-44) ,  daughter  of  Hannah 
Cornell  (IV- 33)  and  Josiah  Quimby,  on  the  15th  day  of  the 
7th  month  1748  pt  the  Society  of  Friends  Church  at  Harrison  N.Y. 

By  1762  William  had  become  a  tenant  farmer  on  127  acres 
of  land  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Bronx  River  about  six  miles 
north  of  White  Plains.  Frederick  Phlllipse  owned  a  vast 
tract  of  land  stretching  from  Phlllipse  Manor  at  Yonkers, 
north  to  the  Croton  River  and  from  the  Bronx  River  to  the 
Hudson.  This  land  was  divided  up  Into  farms  and  it  was  one 
of  these  that  William  was  renting.  Adjoining  his  farm  on  the 
south  was  that  of  his  friend,  John  Griffin,  and  a  little 
further  south  lay  that  of  Zephaniah  Birdsall. 

Frederick  Phlllipse  was  a  Loyalist.  He  fled  from 
Phlllipse  Manor  In  1777  and  John  Williams,  the  steward  of  the 
Manor,  took  charge  of  the  farms.  The  sympathies  of  most  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  Westchester  County  seem  to  have  been 
pro-British  or  at  most  luke-warm  toward  the  American  cause. 

This  pro-Brltlsh  feeling  caused  some  Whigs  to  advocate  laying 
waste  the  whole  area.  Even  so  high-minded  a  man  as  John  Jay 
wrote  In  a  letter  to  Robert  Morris:  "Had  I  been  vested  with 
absolute  power  In  this  state,  I  have  often  said  and  still 
think,  that  I  would  have  last  spring  desolated  all  Long  Island, 
the  City  and  County  of  New  York  and  all  that  part  of  Westchester 
County  that  lies  below  the  mountains. "\  Some  farm  houses 
were  burned  by  the  Americans  and  on  November  5  1776,  the  town 
of  White  Plains  was  first  looted  and  then  burned  by  a 
detachment  of  Col.  Sargent's  Massachusetts  Regiment  under 
Major  Austin.  They  didn't  bother  to  differentiate  between 
friend  or  foe,  but  plundered  and  burned  the  whole  town,  even 
including  Oakley's  Tavern,  the  headquarters  of  the  Sons  of 
Liberty,  belonging  to  Miles  Oakley,  one  of  the  staunchest  of 
American  patriots. 

The  tide  of  war  surged  back  and  forth  over  the  County, 
one  major  battle  and  several  minor  ones  being  fought  within 
a  few  miles  of  the  Cornell  home.  There  Is  a  family  tradition 
that  William' e  home  was  used  ss  Headquarters  by  General 
Washington  at  one  time.  In  1779  the  State  of  New  York 
proclaimed  Frederick  Phlllipse  guilty  of  treason  and  confiscated 
his  estate.  In  1785  the  farms  were  sold  by  the  State  and 
although  some  of  the  tenants  managed  to  buy  their  own  farms, 
Cornell,  Griffin  and  Birdsall  lost  theirs.  William  moved 
back  to  Greenwich  where  he  died  March  24  1799.

When  the  American  Revolution  broke  out,  the  Cornell 
family,  like  most  families  in  the  Northern  Colonies,  split 
badly.  Some,  like  General  Ezekiel  Cornell,  fought  in  the 
American  Army,  others  fought  in  the  British  Army,  while  a 
third  group  Just  tried  to  Ignore  the  whole  affair.  Those 
Cornells  who  were  Quakers  and  who  therefore  abhorred  warfare, 
were  probably  included  in  this  last  group.  In  one  branch  of 
the  Long  Island  Cornells,  two  brothers  were  officers  in  the 
British  Army  and  a  third  brother  was  an  officer  in  the  American 
Army.  And  in  another  faml  ly*/Correll  s  ,  father  and  son  served 
in  opposing  armies.  .On  the  Connecticut  side  of  the  boundary, 
several  Cornells  appear  on  the  rosters  of  Connecticut  regiments 
while  others  got  their  names  on  Connecticut  records  by  having 
their  estates  confiscated  for  "slipping  away  to  Join  the  British" 
Among  these  last  Cornells  was  a  "John  Cornell  of  Fairfield" 
who  W8S  probably  this  John  Cornell.  If  so,  this  may  have 
been  another  case  of  father  and  son  in  opposing  enr.les,  as 
putative  son  Sylvanus  served  in  the  American  forces.  The 

majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  Greenwich  probably  favored’ 
Independence  although  a  total  of  ninety- two  men  from  the  town 
slipped  through  the  American  lines  and  Joined  the  British. 

Greenwich  was  raided  by  British  forces  under  Gov. 

Tryon  in  February  1779  and  the  houses  ransacked  and  plundered. 
They  were  more  selective  then  the  Americans  at  White  Plains, 
however,  and  did  not  harm  the  hares  belonging  to  any  Tories. 

In  1799  John  Cornell  was  named  as  one  of  the  executors 
of  his  brother  William's  will.

&  VI-75  -  Sylvanus  Cornell,  probable  .son  of  John  Cornell  (V-57), 
was  born  about  1760.  He  served  In  the  6th  Dutchess  County 
Land  Bounty  Rights  Regiment  In  the  Revolution  and  after  the 
war,  wandered  up  the  Hud^pn  River  and  settled  In  Hillsdale, 
Columbia  County,  N.Y.  Just  over  the  state  boundary  line 
from  Sheffield,  Massachusetts. 

The  name  of  Sylvanus'  wife  Is  not  known,  although 
she  may  have  been  a  Rowley.  Sylvanus  was  living  In 
Hillsdale  from  1790  to  1800  among  several  Rowley  families. 

He  was  not  a  land-owner  In  Hillsdale. 

Shortly  after  the  turn  of  the  century,  Sylvanus 
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moved  to  Canada  and  settled  In  Waterloo  Township.  He 
bought  667  acres  of  land  about  two  miles  northwest  of 
Preston,  from  a  Richard  Beasley.  Beasley  had  obtained 
control  of  this  land  In  the  following  manner. 

During  the  Revolution,  the  Six  Nations  had  fought 
valiantly  side  by  side  with  the  British.  After  the  war, 
cost  of  the  tribes  (the  Senecas  excepted)  decided  to  leave 
their  ancestral  hunting  grounds  over  which  they  had  freely 
roamed  for  centuries,  ana  throw  In  thfetr  lot  with  the 
thousands  of  Loyalists  who  were  pouring  Into  Upper  Canada 
and  Nova  Scotia.  They endanega ,  better  known  as  Joseph 
Brant,  chief  of  the  Mohawks,  travelled  to  London  where  he 
received  a  promise  of  lands  to  recompense  the  Iroquois  for 
those  they  left  In  the  State  of  New  York.  The  Crown  bought 
large  sections  of  land  from  the  Mississauga  Indians  and  of 
these  lands,  the  Mohawks  and  other  Iroquois  received  first 
choice.  Brant,  as  senior  chief  of . the  tribes,  chose  a 
tract  comprising  six  miles  on  each^of  the  Grand  River  from 
Lake  Erie  to  Its  source.  The  Mohawks  chose  a  site  on  the 
Grand  which  they  called  Brant's  Ford  and  here  they  built 
their,  homes  and  their  chapel.  The  chapel,  consecrated 
In  Jvype  1788,  is  still  standing. 

The  Iroquois  decided  to  sell  off  part  of  their  lands 
and  for  this  purpose  they  appointed  Brant  as  their  land 
agent.  Brant  may  have  been  a  mighty  warrior  but  he  was  no 
business  nan.  He  handed  out  tracts  of  land  freely  to 
professed  friends  both  red  and  white,  and  sold  other 
enormous  tracts  for  mere  promises  to  pay.  One  such  tract 
was  a  block  of  94,012  acres,  sold  to  three  Joint  purchasers, 
Richard  Beasley,  Jean  Baptiste  Rousseaux,  and  James  Wilson. 

The  southern  boundary  of  this  block  was  Just  south  of  the 
Junction  of  the  Speed  River  with  the  Grand,  where  the  town 
of  Preston  now  stands.  This  block  was  later  called  Waterloo 
Township.  The  down-payment  was  600  pounds.  Beasley  was 
solely  responsible  for  the  remainder  of  the  payments. 

Many  of  the  emigrants  who  left  the  United  States  for 
Canada  after  the  Revolution  were  Mennonltes  from  Pennsyl¬ 
vania^  Under  British  rule  the  Mennonltes  had  been  recognized 
as  a  non-combatant  people  and  allowed  certain  exemptions  on 
religious  grounds.  They  preferred  the  certainty  of  the  old 
rule  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  new.  Besides,  many  of  them 
had  felt  the  wrath  of  those  Americans  who  believed  "those 
that  ain't  fur  us  are  agin  us",  and  had  had  their  barns 
burned  and  had  been  fined  their  life's  savings.  One  group 
of  Mennonltes,  John  Kulp,  Christopher  Kulp,  Frederick  Hahn, 
Jacob  Kulp,  Franklin  Albright,  ana  Dlllman  Kulp,  came  with 
their  families  from  Plumstead,  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania, 

In  1786  and  settled  at  The  Twenty  on  Lake  Ontario.  The 
Twenty  was  a  creek  Just  twenty  mile9  west  of  the  Niagara 
River.  The  Kulps  and  others  were  Joined  in  1799  and  1800  by 
the  Moyers,  Honsbergers,  Amos  Albright,  Valentine  Kratz, 

George  Althouse,  the  Fretz  family,  the  Hippies,  Grubbs, 

Highs,.  Michael  Rittenhouse,  Jacob  Hausser,  John  Wismer, 

Jacob  Frey,  and  Isaac  Kulp.  Also  In  1799,  two  Mennonltes 
from  Franklin  County,  Joseph  Sherk  and  Samuel  Betzner,  came 
with  their  families  to  The  Twenty  and  stayed  there  over  the 
winter.  In  the  Spring  they  wandered  up  into  the  Grand 
River  country  and  liked  it  so  well,  they  decided  to  settle

there.  iney  bought  their  farms  from  Richard  Beasley  and 

soon  were  Joined  by  many  others  of  their  Mennonite  brethren. 

One  of  the  Mennonite  settlers,  Sam  Bricker,  went  on  a 
trip  to  Toronto  one  day.  While  there  he  overheard  a  bit  of 
conversation  which  aroused  his  suspicions  and  he  made  a  trip 
to  the  Registry  Office.  Here  he  learned  that  not  only  was 

Beasley  not  sole  owner  of  the  land  he  had  sold  but  the  land 
was  heavily  mortgaged  to  Joseph  Brant  end  therefore  the 
deeds  held  by  the  settlers  were  worthless.  Sam  sought  out 
Beasley  who  admitted  he  had  been  dishonest  but  offered  to 
guarantee. clear  titles  if  the  Mennonltes  would  raise  enough 
money  to  pay  off  the  mortgage.  Bricker  returned  to  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  talked  his  co-religionists  there  into  forming 
e  stock  company  which  took  the  name  of  The  German  Company. 
Enough  money  was  raised  by  this  method  to  enable  Beasley  to 
settle  with  Brant  and  in  return  The  German  Company  received 
clear  title  to  some  60,000  acres,  and  those  settlers  who 
had  bought  land  from  Beasley  also  got  clear  titles. 

The  first  Cornells  came  to  Waterloo  Township  in  1801. 
On  January  6  of  that  year  Daniel  Cornell  bought  some  1,100 
acres  from  Beasley,  all  of  which  he  soon  resold.  Benjamin 
and  John  Cornell  bought  200  acres  apiece  from  Daniel  in 
October  1802.  VL-76_77_78 

The  deed  for  Sylvanus'  667  acres  was  recorded  on 
April  25  1808  but  the  land  was  probebly  bought  earlier.  Oh 
that  same  date  Sylvanus  sold  228  acres  of  this  land  to 
John  Cressman,  a  Mennonite.  The  fact  that  Sylvanus,  a 
veteran  of  the  American  Army,  settled  in  Canada  is  not 
surprising.  Land  there  was  cheap  and  plentiful,  and  many 
a  Loyalist  there  was  amazed  and  indignant  to  recognize  in 
his  new  next-door  neighbor,  an  old  neighbor  in  the  States 
who  had  fought  fanatically  on  the  American  side  for  freedom 
from  British  rule. 

The  land  on  which  Sylvanus  settled,  although  fertile, 
first  had  to  be  cleared  of  timber,  brush  and  stumps  before 
It  could  be  used.  The  home  and  other  buildings  were 
built  of  logs  for  there  were  no  sawmills  near.  Sylvanus 
and  his  family  also  built  and  operated  a  hotel  on  the 
property.  Sylvanus  was  still  living  in  1822.

VII-98  -  Rev.  John  A.  Cornell,  son  of  Sylvanus  Cornell  (VI-75), 
was  born  In  the  State  of  New  York  on  January  17  1782.  In 
1809  he  left  his  father's  farm  In  Waterloo  Tov/nship  and 
settled  In  the  wilderness  of  Beverley  Township.  The 
Beverley  Road  upon  which  he  settled  was  so  bad  It  was 
considered  Impassable  except  during  the  wintertime  when  It 
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was  frozen.  There  Is  some  evidence  that  he  first  settled 
about  a  mile  east  of  Rockton  and  opened  a  hotel  named  the 
Spring  Creek  Hotel.  He  founded  and  named  the  small 
settlement  of  Sheffield  and  In  1832  became  Its  first  post¬ 
master.  In  1812  the  settlers  at  Sheffield  formed  the 
first  church  In  Beverley  and  John  A.  Cornell  became  their 
first  minister. 

About  1812  most  of  his  family  removed  from  Waterloo 
to  Beverley  and  became  part  of  his  congregation.  Besides 
the  Cornells,-  David  and  Adam  Main,  Jacob  Rosenberrer , 
Malachl  Sager,  Griffith  Lloyd,  Nelson  Sipes,  the  Ungers, 
Betzners,  and  many  other  families  worked  actively  in  the 
cause  of  the  church.  The  meetings  were  held  in  the  home 
or  barn  of  John  A.,  or  in  the  homes  of  other  settlers. 
Besides  Sheffield,  Rev.  John  preached  in  Flamboro,  Waterloo, 
Dumfries,  ana  as  far  away  as  Long  Point.  The  Church 
members  called  themselves  the  Beverley  Reformed  Christians. 
Their  doctrines  generally  were  in  accord  with  those  of  the 
Evangelical  Church.  In  1825  the  Rev.  John  wrote  a  book 

called  "Articles  of  Faith  Based  on  the  New  Testament. 

About  1828  the  members  decided  the  time  had  come  to 
build  a  church  building  at  Sheffield.  By  1831  the  material 
for  the  building  was  assembled  ready  to  begin  construction 
in  1832  but  in  this  year  they  received  a  set-back.  Asiatic 
cholera  broke  out  in  the  community  and  all  work  was  stopped 
as  people  were  busy  looking  after  the  sick  and  burying  the 
dead.  Almost  every  home,  including  that  of  the  Cornells, 
had  its  victim.  Bodies  were  buried  by  day  and  by  night, 
some  in  the  graveyard  and  others  in  the  fields  sna  even  by 
the  roadside.  Wood  was  needed  for  coffins  and  so  the 
lumber  Intended  for  the  new  church  was  taken  and  used  for 
that  purpose. 

The  church  was  finally  built  in  1834  and  here  the 
Rev.  John  preached  for  twenty  more  years.  Ey  this  time  he 
was  seventy-two  years  of  age  and  felt  that  he  could  not 
carry  on  much  longer  but  there  seemed  to  be  no  one  to  take 
his  place.  Just  at  this  time,  the  Erbs  of  Eerlln  received 
a  visit  from  their  relative,  the  Rev.  Jacob  Erb,  a  bishop 
of  the  United  Brethren  Church  in  Ohio.  As  the  Erbs  were 
friends  of  the  Rev.  John,  he  called  to  pay  his  respects  to 
Bishop  Erb.  The  outcome  of  this  visit  was  that  the 
Beverley  Reformed  Christians  decided  to  Join  the  United 
Brethren  Church.  The  first  minister  sent  from  the  United 
States  was  the  Rev.  Israel  Sloane.  Bishop  Glosbrenner 
also  came  over  at  this  time  and  by  his  tactful  handling  of 
the  affairs  of  the  church,  allayed  the  doubts  and  fears  of 
the  congregation.  In  May  of  1854  Bishop  Glosbrenner  came 
again  and  held  the  first  conference  in  the  Sheffield  Church 
and  at  this  time  the  Beverley  Reformed  Christians  formally 
became  part  of  the  United  Brethren  Church. 

The  Rev.  John  A.  Cornell  lived  five  more  years  and 
died  in  1859.  He  was  married  twice.  His  first  wife  was 
Nancy  Stauffer  by  whom  he  had  five  children.  Nancy  died 
about  1822.  He  had  one  son  by  his  second  wife,  Hulda. 

Hu Ida  died  October  25  1827  in  the  45th  year  of  her  age. 

By  John  A.'s  will,  a  portion  of  his  estate  was  set  aside 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Poor  Fund  Society  for  charitable 
purposes  in  the  Township  of  Beverley.

In  1893  the  Rev.  W.M.  Karsteat  became  the 
he  urged  that  a  new  stone  building  be  built  and 
by  the  next  year  this  was  done.  In  the  front  of  the  church 
there  is  a  large  stained-glass  window,  a  memorial  to  the 
Rev.  John  A.  Cornell  and  to  the  early  settlers  who  formed 
the  first  church. 

The  movement  for  Church  Union  arose  in  Canada  at  the 
turn  of  the  century  and  appealed  strongly  to  the  Sheffield 
congregation.  As  the  first  move  in  this  direction,  the 
Sheffield  Church  in  1910  broke  away  from  the  United  Brethren 
Church  and  again  became  an  Independent  denomination.  On 
November  17  1912  the  members  voted  to  Join  with  the  nearby 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Kirkwall  and  sometime  later  consented 
to  become  an  organic  part  of  the  Presbyterian  system.  When 
in  1925,  Church  Union  became  an  accomplished  fact,  the 
Sheffield  Church  became  a  part  of  the  United  Church  of  Canada.

Mulliner  for  neglecting  of  traynlngs ,  watching  &  bringing  of 
his  armes  when  it  was  his  turne  on  the  Lord's  days".  On 
February  5  1644  Thomas  and  his  son  Thomas  were  put  under  bond 
of  100  pounds  "to  keep  the  publique  peace  and  be  of  good 
behaviour  towards  all  people  especially  toward  the  Inhabitants 
of  Totokett".  Several  pigs  belonging  to  Thomas  died  in  a 
strange  manner  and  William  Meaker  brought  an  action  against 
Tom  for  defamation  claiming  Tom  had  accused  him  of  bewitching 
the  pigs .  Tom  admitted  he  had  cut  off  and  burned  the  ear  and 
tall  of  one  of  the  deceased  pigs,-  this  being  a  well-known 
means  by  which  honest  men  found  out  witches. 

Like  his  father,  Thomas  was  a  Joiner  and  in  1647  the 
Governor  of  the  Colony  announced  that  the  king's  arms  cut  by 
Mr.  Mulliner  were  to  be  set  up  on  the  highway.

The  Mennonltes  belong  to  one  of  the  oldest  of  Protestant 
sects.  The  Church  was  founded  by  Menno  Simons  In  1525  at 
Zurich,  Switzerland,  and  soon  won  many  converts  In  Switzerland, 
Germany,  Austria,  and  the  Netherlands. 

Due  to  their  belief  In  non-violence  and  thdir  refusal 
to  bear  arms,  the  Mennonltes  were  subjected  to  persecution 
by  the  Swiss  Government.  In  1671  the  oppression  became  so 
great  that  many  Mennonltes  fled  from  the  Cantons  of  Zurich 
and  Berne  to  the  Palatine  In  Germany.  In  the  Palatine  they 
were  tolerated  and  treated  not  unktndly  for  some  years,  but 
about  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century,  the  Palatine 
rulers  came  under  the  Influence  of  the  fanatical  Jesuit  Order 
and  again  the  Mennonltes  were  fined,  Imprisoned  and  forbidden 
to  practice  their  religion. 

As  the  Mennonlte  views  on  most  points  of  belief  were 
Identical  with  those  of  the  Quakers,  a  number  of  them  went 
to  Ingland  and  made  a  deal  with  William  Penn  for  land  In 
Pennsylvania.  On  May  20  1682  Penn  sold  some  5,000  acres  of 
Pennsylvania  land  to  Mennonltes  Jacob  Telner,  Jan  Strlepers, 
and  Dlrck  Slgman.  The  next  year,  thirteen  families  travelled 
from  Rotterdam  to  England  and  on  July  24  1683  they  boarded 
the  "Concord".  The  "Concord"  remained  In  sight  of  land  for 
three  weeks  ana  then  departed  for  the  New  World,  arriving  In 
Fnllad^lphia  on  October  6.  These  thirteen  families  were 
the  first  of  the  many  Mennonltes  to  settle  In  Pennsylvania. 

Up  to  1707  mcst  of  the  Mennonlte  colonists  were  of 
Holland- Du tch  nationality  but  In  1707  the  steady  Immigration 
of  the  Swiss  Mennonltes  from  the  Palatine  began.  Among, 
the  first  to  come  were  the  Kolb  or  Kulp  brothers,  Martin, 
Johannes,  Jacob  and  Heinrich,  and  Wynand  Bowman.  The 
maternal  grandfather  of  the  Kulps  was  Peter  Schumacher,  a 
Mennonlte- turned-Quaker ,  who  had  settled  In  Pennsylvania 
In  1686.  He  died  In  1707,  the  ssme  year  hie  grandsons 
settled  In  Germantown. 

Penn  sold  a  group  of  Mennonltes  some  10,000  acres  of 
land  In  Lancaster  County  for  500  pounds  and  on  April  27,  1711, 
the  first  of  the  Lancaster  County  colonists  came,-  Martin 
Kendlg,  Jacob  Miller,  John  Bundeley,  Hans  Graff,  Hans  Herr, 
Christian  Herr,  Hans  Funk,  Michael  Oberholtz,  Wendal  Bowmen, 
Martin  Meylln,  Hans  Bachman,  and  Heinrich  Zimmerman.  The 
next  few  years,  many  more  Mennonltes  came  and  settled  in 
the  County. 

The  Journey  fronl  Rotterdam  to  Philadelphia  was  no 
pleasure  JaOnt  In  those  days.  In  fair  weather  the  voyage 
took  about  ten  weeks  and  correspondingly  longer  In  foul. 
Gottlieb  Mittelberger ,  who  came  over  In  1750,  said  that 
very  few  children  under  the  age  of  seven,  ever  survived 
the  Journey.  He  told  of  drinking  foul  water  full  of  worms, 
and  of  eating  biscuits  full  of  worms  and  spiders.  Lice 
were  so  thick  they  had  to  be  scraped  off.  The. boats  were 
terribly  overcrowded.  This  overcrowding  became  lessened 
as  the  voyage  wore  on,  however,  as  many  passengers  died  ana 
were  thrown  overboard,  which  made  more  room  for  the  survivors. 
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Many  of  the  Mennonitea  had  no  money  and  would  sell 
their  services  for  several  years  to  the  ship's  captain  In 
return  for  their  passage.  The  captain  then  would  sell  his 
right  to  their  services  to  some  colonist  In  Pennsylvania 
and  thus  the  Mennonlte  would  work  out  his  passage  after  his 
arrival  In  America..  This  mild  form  of  slavery  often  had 
a  happy  ending  as  there  are  frequent  records  of  marriages 
between  iaentured  Mennonltes  and  their "owner ' s"  daughters. 

Some  even  luckier  ones  married  their  owner's  wealthy  widows. 

In  the  1730's,  Martin  Stauffer,  a  Mennonlte,  was  living 
In  Muckenhauserhof ,  Wurtemberg,  Germany,  and  his  great  hope 
was  to  Join  his  Mennonlte  brethren  In  Pennsylvania.  He 
died,  however,  before  he  could  carry  out  his  plans,  but  on 
his  death-bed  he  urged  his  sons  to  emigrate  as  soon  as  possible 

After  Martin's  death,  his  three  sons,  Christoph,  Johannes, 
and  Daniel,  travelled  by  foot  to  Rotterdam,  Holland,  pulling 
their  crippled  mother  along  In  a  home-made  hand- wagon.  In 
Rotterdam  they  secured  passage  on  the  "Virtuous  Grace"  and 
arrived  In  Philadelphia  on  September  24  1737.  Thirteen-year 
old  Daniel  Stauffer  settled  In  Litltz,  Lancaster  County, 
undoubtedly  with  his  older  brothers  In  1739-  Daniel  must 
have  married  quite  early  for  his  son  Abraham  was  born  In  1748. 

Abraham  Stauffer  married  Elizabeth  Zug  In  1780  and  In 
1790  was  living  In  Warwick,  Pennsylvania. 

Many  of  the  Mennonltes  who  settled  In  Waterloo  Township, 
Ontario,  were  from  Lancaster  County,  and  they  were  Joined 
about  1803  by  Abraham  who  packed  his  household  goods  In  a 
Conestoga  wagon  and  with  his  numerous  family  miade  the  long 
Journey  to  Upper  Canada.  He  settled  near  Doon,  Just  south 
of  the  Grand  River. 

Nancy  Stauffer,  who  married  Rev.  John  A.  Cornell, 
ir  (VII-98)  ,  Is  not  listed  as  one  of  Abraham.' s  children  In 

Ezra  Eby ' s  "History  of  Waterloo",  although  It  Is  easy  to  see 
how  one  girl  could  be  overlooked  In  listing  a  family  of 
eleven  children.  But  If  Nancy  was  not  a  daughter  of 

Abraham,  she  was  very  probably  a  niece,  cousin  ,  or  other 
close  relative. 

Nancy  married  the  Rev.  John  A.  about  1811.  She 
died  about  1822.
